          7                 CHAIR LEVINSON:  Thank you. 

 

          8                 Mr. Donnelly, how you doing? 

 

          9                 MR. DONNELLY:  Good morning, Mr. 

 

         10          Chairman, members of the Commission.  John 

 

         11          Donnelly on behalf of Gary Martin. 

 

         12                 Want me to just go forward or -- 

 

         13                 CHAIR LEVINSON:  Sure. 

 

         14                 MR. DONNELLY:  Right.  I'm representing 

 

         15          Mr. Martin.  He's up for renewal of his key 

 

         16          license as Credit Executive of Borgata.  The 

 

         17          reason we're here is because the Division of 

 

         18          Gaming Enforcement filed a complaint against 

 

         19          Borgata and Mr. Martin with regard to two 

 

         20          regulatory violations that had to do with 

 

         21          clerks performing -- or actually casino 

 

         22          executives performing functions that casino 

 

         23          clerks generally do.  And another -- another 

 

         24          violation of the regulations that provided for 



 

         25          the use of casino executives' license numbers 
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          1          to record transactions that had, in fact, been 

 

          2          approved, but the regulation requires a casino 

 

          3          executive enter that information his -- him or 

 

          4          herself, and instead clerks did that. 

 

          5                 They were somewhat -- I would say 

 

          6          somewhat sloppy procedures that had gotten into 

 

          7          effect or had gone into effect.  Borgata took 

 

          8          it very seriously, investigated it, changed the 

 

          9          procedures, had an internal audit review it. 

 

         10          This matter was self-reported to the Division 

 

         11          of Gaming Enforcement. 

 

         12                 Mr. Martin was -- discussed this matter 

 

         13          with the highest executives at Borgata.  Mr. 

 

         14          Martin was -- suffered a ten-day suspension, 

 

         15          two weeks' suspension without pay.  Borgata 

 

         16          entered into a stipulation with the Division, 

 

         17          as did Mr. Martin, in settling this matter. 

 

         18          Borgata paid a substantial fine, and everyone 

 

         19          would like to move forward now. 

 

         20                 And we -- I strongly recommend the -- 

 

         21          the approval of Mr. Martin's license.  And we 

 

         22          sent in a number of recommendation letters. 

 

         23          He's a 27-year casino executive without a 

 

         24          blemish before this event. 



 

         25                 I can't say that these events were 
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          1          horrible events.  They were -- especially the 

 

          2          one where casino execs were doing the function 

 

          3          of a clerk, but there is a separation of 

 

          4          functions there, and that was the problem.  And 

 

          5          it's cured now, and I think you'll never see 

 

          6          Mr. Martin here again. 

 

          7                 Thank you. 

 

          8                 CHAIR LEVINSON:  Thank you. 

 

          9                 The Division wants to be heard? 

 

         10                 MR. BISCIEGLIA:  Thank you.  Brian 

 

         11          Biscieglia for the Division. 

 

         12                 In regards to the licensing matter, it's 

 

         13          the Division's understanding that the matter 

 

         14          Mr. Donnelly spoke of, the violation matter, 

 

         15          raised a question with the Commission regarding
